They are rather unsightiy looking objects, for 
they have all been copied after the first oncs 
eiected and the art of the gravestone-maker 
wis not then as fully developed as pow. 

They are square sandstone biocks, sbout 
two and one-half feet square and four fee! 
high, standing upon a base of the same mte- 
rial, and surmounted by around block wiih a 
peaked top, which looks very much like a 
cheese box run toseed. A few of them have 
marble slabs let in at the side in the form of 
a panel, fur the lettering, but they are the 
exception. On most of them the inscriptions 
are cutin the sandstone itself. They were 
some years ago painted white, by order of 
congress, but time has obtite rated much of 
this, as it bas also the memory of the men in 
whose honor they were erected, and they are 
now ashabby, sorry looking Jot. As indica- 
ted above, the workmanship and materia! of 
some of the later ones are wretched, and they 
are literally falling to pieces, while the older 
ones still stand in goou condition. 

The Congresssonal cemetery, so-called, 
not, as many suppose, a government institu- 
tion, though a large portion of it is owned by 
the government, having been purchased long 
since as aresting place for those who fall in 
its service here in Washington. The ceme- 
tery is one of the oldest in the city. Itis the 
property of Christ @hurch Episcopal, one of the 
oldest churches in the city, and if you want 
to see an indignant individual just intimate 
to the onewin charge of the cemetery _ you 
suppose it to a governinent at’: j 
government, however, does own 
ground stretching along the principal aver 
and it is upon these that the long rows ot! 
shabby-looking cenotaphs stand intermingled 
with a few similar ks that reaily cover 
the dust of dead statesmen.

Since 1870 the salaries of teiegraph 
operators had been systematically cut down 
and the object of the strike was to bring the 
rate of compensation back to its former stan- 
dard. The operators were now paid a fixed 
salary per month, tue average rate through- 
out the country. being obout S4 for commer- 
cial operators, and $59 a month for railroad 
operators, The average raie for railroad op- 
erators in Pennsylvania, by an actual census, 
is $58 85 per month. ‘The rate of wages for 
first-class commercial Operators now ranged 
from $80 to $8 per mouth, Sal- 
aries in New York city were higher 
than those in the smaller cities with the ex- 
ception of New Orleans, Memphis and Nash- 
ville, where the scale of wages was about 
equal to that in this city. The lowest rate for 
commercial operators were from thirty-five to 
forty Gullars a month for operators at’ small 
way stations. bLofore the reduction in. wages 
rates were from thirty to forty per cent 
higher than at present.
